ed here within thefe two weeks, fo that 
another ange year feems adyanc- 
ing, and may our gratitude keep e- 
qual pace. In general the town has 
been healthy; vernal intermittents, 
confumptions, rheumatifms, a few ¢- 
ruptive fevers, have been the princi- 
difeafes, and thefe lefs frequent than ip 
fome preceding years.

It is found in feveral parts of America, 
and has variety of fpecies ; diftinguith- 
ed by the particular places of their 
growth or culture ; as the Guatimala, 
or Spanifh ; the Hifpaniola, or French ; 
the wild, which grows in moft parts of 
Carolina; and many others. 

Its leaves in general are pennated, 
and terminated by a fingle lobe: the 
flowers, or fpikes, confilt of five leaves, 
and are of the papilionaceous kind ; 
the uppermoft petal being larger and 
teander than the reft, and lightly fur- 
rowed on the fide ; the lower ones are

HE general happinefs of mankind 
is the end of fociety.

As providente 
has fo ordered things that fin cannot be 
generally beneficial to mankind, it feems 
pretty ‘evident, that whatever is gene- 
rally beneficial to mankind cannot be 
fin. Although inconveniencies mutt 
fometimes. happen to individuals trom 
things falling out according to,the laws 
or, courfe of nature,yet do we not there- 
fore accufe thefe laws or their author ; 
and for this plain reaion, viz. becauie 
thefe laws tend to the general happine’s. 
Now it is the indifpenfable duty of Ie- 
giflators, as well as of private imen, to 
imitate and co-operate with the defigus 
of the author of nature. 
~ Secondly, it is fomewhat merry to 
hear gentiemen ferionfly faying, that 
Miartiage was'enjoyned for a-remedy a-

HE author, in his preface and in-’ 
troduétion to this work remar 
that the productions of our colonies on. 
the continentef America are thofe alone 
which.turn the balance. of trade. in ong 
favour, and inveit us with. a -power ex 
qual to that of-other ftates, which are.of 
much greater extent; and that for this 
reafon it is not lef{s neceflary to. prefervé 
the balance ot power in America, than 
in Eurete. He has therefore attempted 
to trace. thefe advantages from their - 
fource, through all the pranches-into 
which they are divided, and to rate 
them at their juft value, by calculating 
the net prost of every article of coup 
trade. But the. importance. of thofe 
tettlements is not the..only. particular 
which recommends an hifterigal exanalw 
nation, 
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nation of them; the’ various conftitu- 
tions of the government eftablithed in 
the different provinces ‘deferves the at- 
tention not only of the politician and 
i sg, but of every reafonable 

ing, whofe happinefs depends upon 
the inftitution of civil fociety. And the

Ld Baltimore continued many . years 
at this place, but having m view a bet- 
ter grant in Virginia, he returned to 
England, and obtained that part. ot the 
eountry which is now called Marylexd, 
ftill. preferving the property of Avaijon, 
which he governed by deputies. ‘Thefe 
pofleffions defcended at his death -to:his 
ton, who continued in the peaceable pof- 
fefion of them till the civil war broke 
out in Exgland, and then his provinces p 
were wurped by Sir David Kirk.

Mr Wiitfield's Account of the Reprefen- 
‘tation of the Crucifixion of our Saviour, 
as exbibited at Litbon; March 28, 1755. 


Efore, all ufed.to be noife and 

hurry; now, all, was huthed and 
fhut up in the moft awful and profound 
filence, No clock or bell had been 
heard fince yefterday noon, and fcarce 
a perfon was ta be feen in the. -ftreet. 
About two o’clock in the afternoon we 
got to the place where (I-had heard 


fome days ago) an extraordinary fcene B 


was tobe exhibited. It was the cruci, 
fixion .of the fon of God, reprefented 

artly by dumb images, and partly by 
fring perfons, in .a; large ¢hurch be- 
longing to the conyent: of St De Beato.

waiting there ever finceifx in the morn- c
